ful agent tli.it wiil eat up almost any­ 
thing. Why it doe» not eat the stomach 
up is problematical. 
it is known that a stomach from a 
dead animal or man can be digested 
by a living man 
It has been found 
out also that when a man is killed 
Accidentally and his stomach is in the 
process of digesting, if the body I* 
kept warm, his whole stomach w iil be 
digested ami possibly, too, adjacent 
organs, as lifer, pancreas, etc. 
From 
this it vras argued that the "principle 
of life" kept the process from going 
on ia a living being. 
Subsequently 
however, ttiis was proved to be untrue 
A living frog was put in an uncon­ 
scious condition and his leg inserted 
through

holt»

stomach, the dog being alive and well 
It was fourni that the frog's leg was 
wholly digested in

though living. 
So t lie* last reason con 
ccivabie was proved incapable of ex 
plaining the phenomenon. 
About the only conclusion left is that 
the stomach does gradually actually 
eat its»*lf up. Lut that it is being con­ 
stantly rebuilt. 
However, as this ex 
périment is hard to perform and as no 
results have so far been announced In 
this direction. w*e are left in a state of 
absolute ignorance, and all we can du 
1» to be devoutly thankful to Provi­
